(NEW) (Effective October 1, 2009) In any cause of action
accruing under section 30-102 of the general statutes in which the state
police, a local police department or other law enforcement agency has
conducted an investigation of any factual circumstances underlying
the cause of action and the report of such investigation has not been

made public within thirty days of the act or omission complained of,
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the time period under said section for giving written notice to the
10  seller of the intention to bring a civil action and the time period under
11  said section for bringing such civil action shall be tolled until (1) one
12 year after the date of the act or omission complained of, or (2) the date
13  such department or agency makes the report of such investigation
14  public, whichever is earlier. A report shall be deemed to be made
15 public when it is released to the public or a supervisor of the law

16  enforcement officer who prepared the report signs the report
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17  indicating its completion."
